People are 
able to come and watch Kta’n’s demonstrations to learn more 
about the culture of the Wampanoags. Being able to build 
some of the same things that his ancestors did means a lot to 
him, he says. He is especially passionate about being able to 
pass this knowledge on to the next generation. 


Kta’n’s participation in his community has offered him many 
opportunities from trips to powwows and jobs. He looks up to 
his dad and his brother, who are both involved in the 
community as well. His brother is running for Tribal Council, 
and his dad sells wampum. When asked about his favorite 
memory of his community, Kta’n says it was when an arbor 
that he made was used by his elders as part of a ceremony. This 
was a very special moment for him as elders are well respected 
in the Wampanoag community.

Colin Norkevicius’ story is extremely heartfelt. He says, 
“For the past seven summers what | look forward to 
the most is welcoming my new big brother in for the 
summer. My family hosts players for the Bourne Braves 
of the Cape Cod Baseball League.” From hosting these 
players, Colin has learned many fantastic traits from 
them. He states, “The thing | take away the most from 
these players is the way they handle themselves off the 
field and their work ethic. | always have noticed no 
matter the way the game goes, if they got four hits 
with a homerun or went 0-4 with four strikeouts, they 
will always clear their mind and move on. They knew 
the result of their last performance can never dictate 
their next performance. Their work ethic here on the 
Cape will often decide on the summer they will have. 
Here, they play six games a week compared to the 3-4 
a week during the college season.” 


Colin recalls one of his most memorable moments 
hosting baseball players: “One summer in particular 
stands out to me and it was 2017. This was a time 
where the team was short on beds and we took as 
many players as possible that could fit in our house.

My brother and | had to give our rooms up and sleep on an air mattress for several weeks so we could host five 
players at one time. One kid that | hosted that year was Richie Palacios. He was originally a temporary player 
from a small school called Towson. He is a natural infielder, but when the coach told him the only way he was 
going to be able to stay over the summer was to play a different position so they could keep his bat in the 
lineup. Richie took this opportunity and ran with it. He turned himself into a reliable outfielder by always being 
the first player to the field. | would ask, ‘Richie, when do you have to be at the field?’He would say, ‘2:30, but 
I'm going for early batting practice and fielding.’ He would sometimes ask me to go throw him batting practice 
and time his 60-yard dash. That year’s team made it to the Cape League Finals and was one win away from 
winning it all. | remember tracking the draft the following year in school to see where Richie would end up 
getting drafted. He ended up getting drafted in the 3rd Round by the Cleveland Indians. He is now the highest 
ever drafted player out of Towson University. Richie and | keep in touch to this day. When | went out to 
Arizona State to tour the school and watch former Braves from Boston College and Arizona State play, he came 
and met up with my parents and | to watch the game and grab dinner. My family has never hosted a player to 
make the Big Leagues and | truly believe that Richie will be the first one to do so.”

Allison Timmerman started a group called the Adaptive Dance Group, a club that integrates 

the Special Education Department at school with mainstream students. This club is meant to 

help relieve stress from the students and to incorporate a fun time into their day: “It is a club 
to get together and have fun, as well as a great way to end a tough Monday” (Allison Grade 
10). 


The club helps kids create bonds between one another through dance. A great aspect of this 
club is that you do not need any experience to be able to join. This allows for people who 
have been interested in Dance but haven't actually tried it yet a great way for them to learn 
how.

instructor and PE and Health teacher, said that this 
year, due to COVID, “The requirements for pools are 
very stringent and are only allowed 40% of the normal 
occupancy and because you can’t wear a mask while 
swimming, everyone has to stay at least 10 feet apart. 
We ordered special person-sized mannequins to use, 
but unfortunately they keep getting delayed to the 
high demand right now. So we had to get creative in 
the way we approach the rescues. We've modified CPR 
mannequins by adding arms made from pool noodles 
and substituted 10-pound diving bricks to simulate the 
weight of a victim at the bottom of the pool. Some 
things didn't change at all. We were still able to learn 
and practice CPR and First Aid. Every student had their 
own mannequin.and breathing barrier. But due to the 
delay in receiving the equipment, we have had to delay 
the final certification process until later in the spring.”

Fier year, around 30 to 35 multilingual students enter 
Sandwich Public School's district from pre-K all the way 
through the high school. Typically only five need help learning. 
English. In the past, the students who have needed ELL 
services are younger, usually elementary school age. Recently, 
however, that has been changing. 


This year, 4 multilingual students are enrolled in English 
Learning classes here at SHS. ELL teacher Camila Oliviera says 
that Sandwich is usually a first stop for families who eventually, 
move down Cape. She adds that the students who 
permanently stay in the district graduate on time and with 
their class. 


We want to introduce you to some of the ELL students who 
were enrolled at Sandwich High School during the 2020-2021 
school year: Eduarda “Duda” Esser and her sister Carolina 
“Carol” Esser are from Brazil and speak Portuguese as their | 
first language. Along with their English Learning class, they | 


also take Level 3 Spanish classes. 


Tala Boura and her sister Rama Boura are from Lebanon. They 
speak Arabic and French, and they are learning English here at 
school. These students face challenges in their time learning 
English and transitioning into the Sandwich district, but there 
are also some advantages to being a multilingual student. In 
English Learning class, the students learn English as they learn 
the content. They describe it as “trying to catch a train in 
movement.” The students also struggle with making friends 
and being a part of the community. They say other students 
are nice to them in class and talk to them, but making true 
friends is difficult. 


Another challenge ELL students face is missing their friends 
and family. Many of these students lived somewhere else 
before coming to Sandwich where they had friends and close — 
relatives. It is understandable how difficult it must be to move 
to a new school, make new friends, and learn a whole new 
language. There are some advantages to being multilingual, 
however. Learning and knowing more than one language can 
open the door to more job opportunities in the future. This 
skill can also delay certain diseases such as Alzheimers and 
dementia. Multilingual students also obtain an increased 
awareness of other cultures. They appreciate different 
languages and the cultures from which they come. 


This year, around 40 English Learners are enrolled in the 
district. There is an English as a Second Language teacher at a 
3 schools in the district. The high school teacher, Camila 
Oliveira, has been teaching here on Cape Cod since 2005 and 
taught English in Brazil before that. She cares deeply about h 
students and created the CARE (Community of Anti-Racist 
Educators) initiative at our Oak Ridge and Forestdale schools.

Students, teachers, 
administration, and all of the 
support staff at SHS had to 
make significant adjustments 
to the way they operated, and 
as the year progressed, more 
shifts happened. 


We had to go all remote one 
week, for example, not 
because of the pandemic but 
because our network had been 
hacked and we couldn't hold 
classes online. 


In April, we shifted from our 
hybrid schedule to getting 
back as close to normal as we 
could with everyone back full- 
time. Prom, canceled last year, 
was scheduled to happen at 
the time of printing, but of 
course, it would be different. 
Heritage Museum will be 
hosting the prom outdoors In 
their gardens. 


Fall sports happened in the 
spring, and Spring sports went 
well into summer this year, but 
it was all better than 2020 
when Spring sports were 
canceled. 


This year was also the first year 
that the yearbook was 
produced by a class at 
Sandwich High School instead 
of the club. This year’s book is 
different than past yearbooks. 
Since a class produced it, we 
tried to make the book more 
journalistic so we could not 
only show the story of the year 
but tell it as well. 


If any year was to be 
documented, this was the year. 
The year proved challenging 
for the staff with limited class 
time and social distancing, but 
they persevered and created a 
great yearbook. 


Yearbook is a student 
publication from the planning 
phase on through to the day of 
delivery. They planned, 
produced, and through ad 
sales and book sales, funded a 
172-page book during the 
most challenging school year 
of my career, and | could not 
be more proud of the staff for 
this accomplishment. Thank 
you, 2021 Yearbook Staff, for 
producing an amazing book!
